The International Aero- 
nautical Federation—keeper 
of the book of space flight 
records—has confirmed the 
performance of the record- 
breaking Soyuz 9 on June 
1-19, 1970. 

The Federation recognised 
the following world records 
set by Soviet cosmonauts 
A. G. Nikolayev and V. 1. 
Sevastyanov: duration of 
space flight—424 hr. 58 min, 
50 sec, (17-7 days), and dis- 
tance of space _ flight— 
11,889,027 km. (7,380,000 miles). 

Nikolayev had already ac- 
cumulated 94 hours 22 minutes 
of space time in Vostok 3,

The Soviet Union’s Luna 1 
just missed the moon by 
4,660 miles in January, 1959, 
The 795-pound craft went into 
orbit around the sun and became 
the first artificial planet; its 
“year” is 443 days. On Septem- 
ber 13, 1959, Luna 2 crashed 
onto the moon in the Sea of 
Rains (Mare Imbrium) just east 
of the crater Archimedes. And 
three weeks later Luna 3 took 
the first pictures of the hidden 
side of the moon. These early

In those days the American 
space programme was running 
into a few snags. During 1958 
and 1959, five probes failed to 
reach the moon, because of 
explosions at take-off or in- 
sufficient velocity to escape from 
earth’s gravity. The last one, 
the U.S. Army’s Pioneer 4, 
reached escape velocity (24,800 
mph) but missed the moon by 
37,000 miles.

Cosmic Dust Mystery in Antarctica 


Mi snow co. no spherical particles found in the Antarctic 






snow do not originate on earth, according to Soviet 

scientists. They believe that the black, yellow, brown, 
green and colourless balls, visible only when enlarged 350 
times, were formed either from cosmic dust changed on the 
way to earth, or from the passage of meteorites through the 
atmosphere. 

The particles were found by melting snow taken from around 
Mirny Observatory and Vostok station (870 miles inland from 
Mirny). By passing the water through the finest of filters the 
scientists obtained spherical bodies up to 18 microns in 
diameter. (A micron is one-thousandth of a millimetre.) 

The discovery was reported by Victor Vilensky of the 
Institute of Geochemistry and Analytical Chemistry. He has 
been looking for non-earthly particles in the Antarctic, which 
was chosen because it is far from sources of air-borne pollu- 
tion. The snow in Antarctica thaws very little and so it pre- 
serves all the substances that fall out of the atmosphere. 

It has been established that the distribution of microparticles 
on earth is very uneven but the reasons for this are unknown.

Two young lad 
Jacqueline Wingfield and her 
Danish friend, Miss Lisbet Mor- 
tensen, were visiting ltreland 
during the Christmas holiday of 
1965.

| N its time, the Earth has taken some pretty hard knocks. The 


in several continents. 


But really big moon-like craters are not very common on 
earth. Lunar craters have been caused by massive chunks of 
rock which have hurtled down at terrific speeds and crashed 


with unbelievable ferocity. 


All such collisions occurred in the distant past. But that does 
not mean there will never be others. As we saw last week, 
bombardment from space is a normal feature of life in the 


universe. 

As a meteor plummets 
through the atmosphere at 
speeds of 20 to 45 miles per 
second, friction with the air 
melts material from the sur- 
face, producing a luminous 
streak in the sky (a “shooting 
star") and reducing its velo- 
city. Most meteors burn up 
entirely but some fall to 
earth and are then known as 
meteorites. 


A meteorite of less than.10 
tons loses all its velocity in 
the atmosphere and falls 
under gravity, hitting the 
ground (or ocean) at perhaps 
150 mph. Larger meteorites’ 
crash to earth with some of 
their original velocity. A 
meteorite of 100 tons or more 
(a small asteroid) generates 
so much heat on impact that 
it vaporizes itself, leaving 
only a deep crater. 

The best-known crater 
formed in this way is in the 
United States—Meteor Crater 
in Arizona. It is nearly a mile 
wide and must have been 
caused by an enormous 
meteorite. Scientists calcu- 
late the blast of the explosion 
was equal to 30 million tons 
of TNT. Meteor Crater is at 
least 10,000 years old, and 
probably a great deal older. 

Even more astonishing is a 
crater in Northern Siberia, 
recently discovered by Rus- 
sian geologists. It is sixty 
miles across and more than a 
quarter of a mile deep. The 
asteroid which caused it must 
have gouged out the hole with 
the force of 10,000 atom bombs. 

Luckily, most meteorites 
are quite small and do not 
explode. But they arrive with-

out warning—a pretty scary 
experience for anyone who 
should chance to see one fall. 

Where do meteorites come 
from? They are a recognised 
feature of the solar system, 
and speed round the sun in 
egg-shaped orbits. In many 
ways they resemble the 
asteroids. Some astronomers 
think that meteorites are 
chunks of rock which break 
off when two asteroids collide. 

Recently scientists have 
been looking at meteorites 
with new interest. They think 
these earth invaders may pro- 
vide new clues to the pos- 
sible existence of life else- 
where in the universe. 

One small meteorite which 
fell in Australia in 1969 has 
been carefully studied. Ex- 
perts found it contained sub- 
stances called amino acids. 
Similar acids are the building 
blocks of the proteins on 
which all life on earthis based.
